‘The 
Careening Port and Flagstaff Battery, the 
Central Bastion, the forts of the bay, and 
the arsenal, and all the principal edifices, 
crumbled to the ground beneath the combin- 
ed action of shells, fire, and mines. The 
Redan and the Malakoff alone remained up- 
standing, the former saved by the sapper, as 
just mentioned, and the latter saved by a 
shell which, directed by Providence, had cut 
the electric wire in two.

REVIEW. 


Canada and Her Resource: 
B. Alexander Movris, A.M 
jovell. 1855. 


This publication obtained second place in 
the competition for the Prize essays of Ca- 
nada and her Resources, and is a work of 
considerable merit. It is replete with valu- 
able information, and though not likely to be 
taken up to while away an idle hour, is of a 
nature to become a safe book of reference to 
all those who want practical and useful in- 
formation on Canadian statistics. Mr. Morris 
has scarce attempted to garnish with light 
and attractive remarks the dry detail of facts 
and figures with which such a work must of 
necessity abound, although he has proved by 
his judicious remarks, where indulged in, that 
he is fully competent to do so. He has, 
perhaps, also entered into too much tninutie, 
particularly on the geology of Canada, for 
the generality of readers, yet with these draw- 
backs we still prefer Mr. Morris's Essay to 
that of his more. successful competitor, the 
winner of the first prize. Where Mr. Morris 
has indulged in matter descriptive or illustra- 
tive, he is happy in his language, and chaste 
in his style; as an instance of which we may 
quote the following passage from his intro- 
ductory remarks : 

“The Province of Canada is attracting in- 
creased and deservedly merited attention. Her 
resources have of late years been rapidly de- 
veloping, and the growth of her population is 
steadily and annusily augmenting. A bright 
future is opened out to her progress, agricul- 
tural, commercial and industrial, cannot fail to 
be much accelerated, so soon as the people of 
Great Britain and of Europe come to be aware 
of the many advantages which are held out to 
intending emigrants by this important depen- 
dency of the British Crown. 

«No country in the world,—we boldly aver 
it, offers a more desirable residence than Ca- 
uada, for her attractions consist not only in 
every material comfort, but also in the gift of 
political liberty and educational advantages 
to all her inhabitants; and these attractions 
are held out, not merely to that class of emi- 
grants who have some small means, or to that 
other class who are possessed of comparatively 
greater means, but lo whom increasing fami- 
lies and the keen competition of the old world 
make a change to the new desirable, but also 
to the industrious mechanic, to the hardy agri- 
culturist, and, in fact, to all classes of settters.” 

Mr. Morr:s then proceeds to describe the 
geological structure of the Province, we think 
rather at too much length. From thence he 
passes to the geographical outlines, natural 
productions, manufactories, commerce, social 
educational and political institutions, and 
closes with some observations upon the eli~ 
mate well calculated to remove the delusions 
under which many labor on that point. ‘The 
observations of Mr. Morris on some of these 
subjects are sound and judicious. From these 
we cannot avoid selecting those passages 
which relate to the agriculture of Canada, 
so large a portion of immigrants passing im- 
mediately into its pursuits. Ie says:— 

By far the greater.extent of the Canadas is 
admirably adapted for agricultural pursuits, as 
the exports of agricultural products for the 
years 1852 and 1853 amply proves, the export 
of the former year being £1,214,214 3s 10d,

In the latter Province, ing the 
last ten years, the growth of fall wheat has 
been either wholly adandoned or it is only 
sown jntermittingly, owing to the ravages of 
the fly, but it is believed its general cultiva- 
tion may be eventually resumed. Black Sea 
wheat is the variety now chiefly planted in 
Lower Canada, and is sown in the spring. 
Canada exports large quantities of buiter of 
good quality. ‘The amount of butter produced 
in the Upper Province has is three years i 
creased 372 per cent, and that of che 
per cent; but the returns are deficient as to 
Lower Canada, The soil of Canada 1s adapt- 
ed and the climate fgvorable to the growth of 
wheat, peas, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, hay, 
hemp, and flax, grass seed, Indian corn, and 
potatoes,—and of all these Iurge quantities gre 
raised. Upper Canada is best adapted for 
wheat, and produces it most largely, but Lower 
Canada grows no inconsiderable quantity, and 
produces also large quantites of peas, oats, and 
coarser grains generally, I:s so lis alo well 
adapted for the growth of root crops, which 
should be more extensively grown, in view ol 
the importance of fudder, which is rendered 
more valuable in consequence of the length of 
the winter. Flax and hemp might also be 
grown with great advantage to the country. 
Lower Canada is especially snited for their 
growth, and these articles might prove a great 
source of industrial wealth, and give employ- 
ment toa thrifty population. Hemp and flax 
grow with the greatest luxuriance, ‘The fibre 
of Canadian flax has been ascertained to be of 
the Lest description, and the Society for the 
encouragement of arts years ago determined, 
by actual experiment, that Canadian hemp is 
equal to that from the Baltic.’ In view of the 
farmer large export of. flax to Britain from 
Russia, ani its present interruption, it is most 
important that its growth-should be encoura, 
ed in Canada, as the demand in England is 
greater than the supply. In 1851, the import 
into Britain, of flax and hemp, amounted to 
2,495,672cwt. Ireland produces a consider- 
able quantity, but 100,000 tons more fibre are 
consumed in Britian than is produced there, 
and this quantity Russia and Northern Europe 
has supplied to Britain at a cost of $50,000,000 
or £12,500,000. ‘This, then, is a favourable 
juncture for Canada to enter upon a new and 
profitable branch of industry. {n the chapter 
on statistics fuller details will be found as to 
thé agricultural products of Canada, and a 
contract will there be instituted between the 
productiyeness of the Province and that of 
some. of the adjoining States of the American 
Union. From the great diversity of climate, 
the goodness of the soil, and its adaptation to 
the growth of cereals, Canada cannot fail to 
continue to be, usit already is, a large exporter 
of wheat and other grains, and take high rank 
as an ugricultural country.” 

Many will learn with surprise that Canada 
is‘also rapidly beginning to be a manutac- 
turing country. and in this field has already 
beaten many older countries. Her capabili- 
ties for still further excellence in such branches 
of industry, are well set forth in the follow- 
ing observations, page 63 

% The manufactures of the Province are yet 
in their infancy, but are annually increasing 
in variety and extent, and rising in importance. 
Lower Canada especially is admirably adapted 
for the extension of manufactures, “Tie long 
winter, in which comparatively few of the de- 
partments of ont-door agricultural labour can 
be engaged in, and the peculiarly appropriate 
character of the industrious Freneh Canadians 
of the interior adapting them for such occupa~ 
tions, render it very desirable that the facil 
ties afforded by the ubundant water powers 
and comparative cheapness and plentifulness 
of labour, capable of becoming skilled, should 
to a large extent be taken advantage of. We 
shall then see from one of its fertile valleys to 
another a chain of thronging factories extend- 
ed; and the clang of the heavy hammer, and 
the jar of machinery, and the busy hum of 
human industry will mingle with and be heard 
high above the rapid splush and echoing fall 
ofthe many streams which, now lavish of 
power, invite the labour of the artisan, ven 
in their embryo state, many of the manufac- 
tures of the country are worthy of special no- 
tice. New branches of productive industry 
are continually arising, ans new manufactures 
are carried on. For instance, the banks of 
the Lachine Canal, at Moutreal, are being 
clustered withfbusy manufactories, A large 
sugar refinery has been erected. An Indian 
rubber manufactory is in active operation. 
Pajat mills, axe factories, machine shops, nail 
and spike factories are carried on. The rai!- 
way system has created large railway car and 
locomotive works. Marine, fire und other 
engine works are also carried on, as are also 
carding and fulling mills, and cotton and wol- 
len factories. Among the other recent maa- 
ufactories of Lower as well as Upper Canada 
may be mentioned tanneries, foundries, pail 
factories, oat-meal and grist mills, lathe and 
and plaining mills, potteries, asheries, shingle 
factories, slate works, ochre works, soup and 
candle works, starch factories, 
cooperages, brick yards, rope walks, 
ing mill factories, chair tuctories, breweries, 
ship yards, barley mills, saleratus works, 
match and rake factories. Ship building isa 
very important trade in and about the City of 
Quebec, and gives employment toa very large 
number of hands; while thecolonial built ves- 
sels for build and strength, have acquired a 
high reputation. ¥ 

“ Tp addition to the manufactories mention- 
ed as in operation in Lower Canada may be 
named, as being in existence in Upper Canada, 
besides those enumer-ted above, also scythe 
and rake factories, large and extensive woollen 
cloth and blanket works, stoneware factories, 
mustard mills, plaster mills, sash factories, 
spade and shovel works, whip, broom and cigar, 
and vinegar factories, Among- the minor 
mantfactories perhaps the tanneries may be 
mentioned as the most important and exten- 
sive: none of these have, however, y2t attain- 
cd to the position and extent of similar works 
in older countries, and some of then are hom- 
ble enough in their character; still the day of 
small things is not to be despised, and in these 
indications of industrial energy and activity 
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can be foreseen those vaet future work-shops, 
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for which Canada may be the site, when its 
population shall have increased to but a tythe 
of the numbers which it can sustain without 
over crowding. 


Upon the Commerce of Canada we have 
also some. valuable information and sound 
practical suggestions. We haye long been 
of opinion that there is a vast field open to 
us in a future Inter-Colonial:‘Trade, not only 
with the Lower British American Provine 
but also with the West Indies. Mr, Morris 
appreciates the vast field here open for Cana- 
dian enterprise, and upon this point makes 
the following very judicious observations, 
p. T40— eo 


“The writer has long entertained the firm 
conviction, that the trade between Canada and 
the Lower Provinces is destined to become a 
large and extensive one. Nova Scotia especi- 
ally is so well situated for commanding the 
trade of the West Indies, thut the trade be- 
tween Canada and Halifax, owing to the pe= 
culiar geographical position of that port, ean- 
not fiil to be mueh developed within m short 
period. ‘The breadstufi’s and tier of Canada 
will there find a market for home consumptions 
and for export to the West Indies. Tho 
schooners and other craft of our lakes, instead 

ying idle during a Jong winter, and’ thus 
“up a large capital, may yet, descend- 
ing the St, Lawrence in the Autumn, laden 
with breadstuff®, find a market for their care 
goes in Cuba, Bermuda and Jamaica, and ply 
during the winter months between the Lower 
Provinces and the West Indian Islands, and 
finully return with 2 cargo of sugar in spring, 
to resume their place on the Canadian Lukes. 
It is tras the necessity of being curly on the 
lukes in spring may interfere perhaps’ to pre- 
vent all our craft from engaging in this en 
terprise; bot the owner of several vessel 
would find the, detention of e portion of his 
fleet fora month in early spring, while the 
remainder of it was actively engaged in the 
lake trade, amply compensated by the steady 
lucrative employment during the long winter 
of those vessels which had engaged in the 
inter-colonial trade. If such a trade can be 
created, rendering productive during the whole 
year the large amount of capital engaged in 
the lake transit trade, i cannot but prove bene~ 
ficial to the country, and that apart from the 
many other incidental advantages which will 
arise from it, But whether this be found 
practicable or not, undoubtedly a large tae 
will be carried on, during the summer months, 
between Canada and the several lowér ports, 
in breadstuffs and timber on the one hand, and 
in sugar, molasses, coal and fish on the other. 
If proper meusures are adopted to free this 
trade from restrictions, and give it unfettered 
scope, a goodly fleet of provincial vessels will 
be found during summer plying between Mon- 
teal, Quebec, and Halifax, and in winter be- 
tween Halifax and the West Indian T lands. 
If such mousures be adopted as I have already 
hinted ai—if the coal and fish of Nova Scotia 
and the productions of the West Indian Colo= 
nies be admitted free of duty, they reciprocat= 
ing by the free admission of our flour, wheat 
and timber—all the Colonies would benefit ; a 
great trade would spring up, the St. Lawrence 
would assume its legitimate importance in re~ 
lation to the supply through Canada of the 
Great West; and the Colonies would be 
drawa more closely together, and rendered 
mutually helpful of each other 

“«It will be for the Canadian people there~ 
fore to consider whether their trade with the 
West Indian Colonies & the Lower Provinces 
cannot be put ou a more favorable footing, and 
one reciproca'ly beneficial. A species of Zol- 
verein might thus be created, conttibuting in 
terially to the strengthening of the various 
‘itish dependencies, and conducing to the ex~ 
sion of the intercolonial trade.” 

We might make some further extracts 
from the essay of Mr. Morris, but our space’ 
will not pecmit. We donot, however, hesi~ 
tate to recommend it as a manual of practical 
information, not only for those who are stran- 
gers to the country, and may desire to set- 
tle in it, but also for the old settlers, who . 
will in its pages find much of both instruc~ 
tion and usefal matter.

The — 
establishment of abolition papers'and Under-~ 
growid Railroads ia the opiaiva of Abolition- 
ists, iS no inter‘erence with the rights of the’ 
peop'e of the South—that the stealing of 
20,000 of slaves weekly is no just cause 
for the South to complain. Tn other words, _ 
disturbing the peace and breakiag the laws’ 
of the country, are no crimes, 1 would be 
creditable to Cleveland, if the editor of the ~

It is fortunate for the ends of justice that 
Judge Kane is to be tried upon the char;

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Fugitive Slaves in Canada. 


A writer in the Ofristian Watchman 
and Reflegor, who has rece: yisited the 
settlements of the colored people in Canada, 
gives an interesting account ef these Pugi- 
tives from American oppression, and corrects 

ne erroneous opinions that are quite current 
in the States. The fate of these unfortun- 
ate people,—who have sought under a mon- 
archical government the enjoyment of those 
Tights which are denied to them in this 
Democratic Republic,—ought not to be re- 
_garded with indifference by those who think 
the declaration that all men are created equal, 
is something more than a flourish of rhetoric. 
We have condensed a few facts, from the 
article alluded to, to which we invite the 
reader’s attention. 

‘The number of fugitive slaves in Canada 
is estimated, at 40,000, most of whom have 
settled in the Province within twenty years. 
‘There does not appear to be any diininution 
in the tide, notwithstanding the eflorts made 
to secure and reclaim this uncertain species 
of property. ‘The fugitives have mostly come 
from the Northern Slave States. Tn so great 
a number, there is room for a wide variety 
of character, conduct and condition ; and 
this bas doubtless given rise to the conflicting 
statements we so frequently hear in regard 
to them. Some are industrious, virtuous, 
thriving, and others directly the reverse. 
‘The writer thinks that about one-third of 
those who come directly from slavery in 
mature years, appear to regard their escape 
‘as the swmmum bonum, and instead of making 
it merely a means toa higher and worthier 
end, they set down content with liberty, 
metely living on from hand to mouth; and 
since labor is not enforced by a taskmaster; 
they are content to live as indolently and 
shiftlessly as their necessities will allow. The 
worst that can be said of this class, is, that 
they evince, painfully and unmistakably, the 
degrading influence of the subjection in which 
they have been held. But even in these cases 
the writer could find not a single instance 
which verified the representation so frequent 
ly met with in the States, “ that so much 
worse do these people find their condition in 
Canada than it had been in their bondage, 
that they would willingly return to their 
masters,” Indeed the very idea is preposter- 
ous, for if they wished to return to bondage, 
there is not the slightest impediment in their 
way. And they know right well that they 
have nothing to fear in such a case. hose 
masters from whom they had escaped’ would 
lionize them to the utmost, for the suke of the 
influence on their other servants, would they 
but return and profess themselves dissatisfied 
with the experiment of freedom. 

But the majority of the colored people in 
Canada, and nearly all who escaped from 
bondage early in life, are represented as indus- 
trious, moderately enterprising and decidedly 
thriving in their circumstances. They gather 
around them each year more and more of the 
comforts and the simple embellishinents of life. 
‘They educate their children, and keep their 
women from field-work, in order that they 
may give attention to making uome-delight- 
ful. ‘The climate, it is true, is an uncongenial 
one, to the negro, but after all, the writer 
thinks they suffer less from the rigors of a 
Northern winter than is usually supposed. 
When supplied with eomfortable clothing 
and houses, and plenty of nourishing food, 
their power of enduring the cold is scarcely 
inferior to that of their white neighbours. 

‘The eolored people uniformly speak of the 
kindness which they have experienced from 
the Canadians, both the government and indi- 
viduals. Good land is‘furnished thei either 
as a donation, or at prices so reasonable that 
the industrious and enterprising find no difii- 
culty in soon owning a homestead of their 
own. ‘The spirit of caste does not prevail 
as it does among us; and while there is no 
amalgamation of races, they ride and sit, 
both in the house of God and elsewhere, side 
by side with their white neighbours. 

The testimony of this writer on two other 
points is not quite so satisfactory. ‘The 
churches established among the fugitives do 
not compare favorably with the colored 
churches at the South, which are composed 
principally of slaves. Wealso infer although 
it is not expressly asserted, that a feeling of 
jealousy prevails to some extent among the 
whites, some of whom regard the congrega- 
tion of such members of another hue and 
race, as dangerous to their own interests. 
There is, however, no real ground for such 
apprehensions, and the sentiment is probably 
confined to the more narrow and illiberal 
class of whites. Long enough before the es- 
caped fugitives shall become so numerous in 
Canada, as to induce apprehension from their 
influence, Jet us hope that more just and tol- 
erant laws, on our own side of the line, will 
make jt unecessary that this unfortunate 
class shall seek a home there.—New Eng- 
land Farmer. 


Bond and Free. 


A Remarkable Narrative. 


A few nights since, there passed through 
this city, on the railroad, bound for Canada, 
fe family of eight fugitive slaves. One of 
these—the leading spirit of the whole—was 
& woman sixty years of age, a bold, courage- 
ous, prompt, and energetic woman. ‘Two 
years ago she was living .as a slave in the 
South. She was the mother of six children, 
all of whom she had seen torn from her arms 
when old enough to be useful, and sold away 
from her. One day she overheard ber mas- 
ter bargaining with a soul-driver, who de- 
sired to purchase for the far South, her 

randson, a boy of some fifteen years old. 
Beier ie ee by netesenacaipne 
her of the last of her kindred, she instantly 
resolved on flight. 

‘The same night she started with her boy 
forthe North. Night after night they travel- 
led by the North star—the only guide the 
hapless fugitive knows in making for the land 
of Freedom, and one that deceives him not, 
since it is fixed in the heavens. After Jong 
and painful wanderings, they arrived in Ca- 
pada, 

Here this heroie woman hired herself at 
wages. Two montlis ago, with purse well 
filled, she started back to the residence of 
her old master in the South. Here, alone, 
she concealed herself in woods and thickets, 
a fugitive from Freedom—cared for, however 
by the few trusty souls to whom she revealed 
the dangerous secret of her presence in the 
land of bondage. After remaining there 
some two weeks, she collected seven of her 
children and grand-children, and started with 
them for the North. Long and slow and 
anxious was their journey. ‘The same uner~ 
ring star shone faithfully from above upon 
“their midnight pathway. By day they lay 
by, concealed among the thickets of the coun- 
try, through which they made a bee line for 
North. No toil discouraged, no danger dis- 
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mayed this heroic woman. Many times the 
party suffered to the verge of starvation. 
She cheered them ouward—she was their 
only “ guide, the'r counsellor and friend.” 
Worn down with the hardships of this 
perilous journey, with garments torn to shreds 
and fluttering in the breeze; with shoes worn 
into fragments; without bats or bonnets, this 
heroine conducted her party to the house of 
afiend. Word was immediately passed 
around among some of the good souls who 
dwelt there as the salt of the earth, that 
eight fugitives were concealed in a garret, 
and destitute of the means of further progress. 
‘The word was followed by the deed. All 
necessary means were instantly provided for 
their safe transmission to the North; and the 
train which passed through this city, on the 
same night, carried the whole party toward 
the home of their leader, in Canada, where 
they have by this tile undoubtedly arrived. 
We doubt if a similar instance of deyotion 
to friends and kindred is on record. Tt re- 
quired a daring mind to even conceive the 
idea of going back to the scene of bondage, 
and encountering the hazard of discovery in 
the lion’s den. But nothiig short of that 
heroism which, under other circumistances, 
has made men immortal, was needed to put" 
into execution an enterprise so full of diffi- 
culty and danger. Such spirits, if any, not 
only deserve to be free, but are fit to ‘enjoy 
the largest liberty.— Trenton State Gazelte.

Are Slave Marriages Valid? 


A curious and interesting law case is now 
before the District Court for the City and 
County of Philadelphia. A slave by the 
|name of Robert Thompson ran away from 
Virginia about 1835 or 1836, and came to 
Philadelphia, where, in the course of a few 
years, he purchased a lot of land and built 
ahouse, In the meantime he had sent_ to 
Virginia for his wife, a free woman of color, 
by whom he had ten children. Before her 
arrival, however, Thompson contracted a 
marriage with a colored -woman in Philadel- 
phia. ‘The Virginia wife on arriving and 
finding how things were, also married 
artother man. Thompson and h 
both died and the house and his property 
were left in possession of the second wife. 
Now, however, a daughter of the first, or 
Virginia wife had brought anaction of eject- 
ment to recover the property of her father. 

The first question raised by this action 
was: Could a runaway slave hold property in 
Pennsylvania? The Court decided that he 
could except that the master might come 
and reclaim him and take possession of his 
property. But until proved a fugitive, and 
reclaimed, the colored man was to be re- 
puted and treated as a free man. The 
next and more difficult question was:— 
Whether the cohabitation and reputation 
of the parties in Virginia consti alid | 
marriage, and made the plaintil s case 
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riage valid, and the child legitimate in 
eof the lav. The jury brought in 
a verdict for the pla The question 
whether, upon the whole evidence, the plain- 
tiff is entitled to recover, was reserved for 
the Court in Blac. 


A Slave Penn in Michigan. 


During the last ses of Congress, it 
will be recollected that the Hon. Charles E. 
Stuart, one of our State Senators, made a 
proposition for the erection of a slave-penn 
in this State, as a punishment to Michigan 
for refusing to have her jails used for that 
purpose, But the project was so generally 
execrated by the independent press of the 
State that we supposed even the author 
of the infamous scheme had not the hardi- 
hood ever to recieve the subject—much 
Jess any other citizen of Michigan. 

But we have been mistaken, and we learn, 
equally to our-surprise and regret, that the 
Grand jury of the United States District 
Court were this morning called down from 
their room by a special message from Judge 
Wilkins, and charged or recommended to 
take the subject of the erection of a United 
States prison—which, of course, means no- 
thing more nor less than a slave-penn—into 
consideration. ‘They were recommended to 
visit the County Jail, for the purpose of sat- 
isfying themselves that it was wholly inade- 
quate for this purpose, and then to visit the 
fort two or three miles below the city, with 
the view of ascertaining whether it might 
not be converted into a prison for the use of 
the Government. 

We learn that the character of Judge Wil- 
kins’ charge left the impression that he was 
in favour ofthe disgraceful scheme. But we 
hope, for his credit,and for the credit of our 
State, that those who heard it are mistaken. 
We want no slave-penns in Michigan. 
‘This is the first and we.believe the only free 
State in the Union where such an “ institu- 
tion” has been proposed, and what is the 
necessity for ithere? Does the Administra- 
tion intend to make Michigan their hunting 
ground for fugitive slaves,in contempt for the 
sentiment of our people, or are the alien and 
sedition laws to be revived for the punish- 
ment of those who dare to condemn the 
Fugitive Slave Law, and the business of 
slave-catching generally ? 

It is to be hoped that Judge Wilkins will 
be able to relieve himself from the odium of. 
being suspected to favor the infamous pro- 
ject. However earnestly Judge Kane may 
labor to convert Pennsylvania into a slave 
State, let not the soil of Michigan be pollu- 
ted with the threatened disgrace.— Detroit 
Tribune.

Mrs. Mott expressed regret at calling the 
yisitors away from the well-furnished and 
tastefully-ornamented tables to listen to her 
remarks, for she felt that, since so many of 
the public journals were tuking right ground 
on this question, there was little more need 
of speeches. ‘The objections she once had to 
Bazaars—the exhorbitant prices asked, &c., 
had mostly ceased since they had fallen 
into the hands of anti-slavery ladies, who had 
always a delicate sense of right and justice. 

Men had found it hard work to keep up 
the religious organizations of the day, and 
many philosophers were forced to acknow- 
ledge that the lecture-room was better school 
of morality than the church; and unless the 
church took hold of these reforms, it would 
dwindle to naught.

Slavery Defended from the Bible. 


{Among those who participated in the debate 
which recently occurred in the General Synod of 
the Reformed Dutch Church, upon the question 
of admitting the North Carolina Classis to mem- 
bership:therein, there were several “ men of the 
pulpit” who, in the words of Whittier, 


«Sought out, for Slavery’s hour of need, 
Soine fitting text of sacred Writ, 
Giving to Heaven the eredit of a deed 
Which shames the nether pit ;” 
but of the whole number no one so well deserves 
the palm as he whose speech was thus reported 
in The Tribune. —Eps. Standard.] 

The Rey. 8S. B. Howe, of New Bruns- 
wick, then commenced an argument to show 
that slavery was not sinful. Commencing 
with the sixth chapter of Timothy, he enlarg- 
ed upon the first five verses at great length. | 
He was quite certain that “servants” in that 
chapter meantslaves. He said that sufficient 
importance had not been ehed to the 
strength of the expression which was, ‘as 
many slaves as are under the yoke.” It was 
quite possible, he said, that there was some 
false teachers in the early days of Christi- 
anity, who asserted that because no Jew was 
permitted to be a slave for life, so ought no 
Christian ; the Apostle in his remarks to be- 
lieving slaveholders, did not command them 
to liberate their slave. ‘The reverend gen- 
tleman then turned his attention to Abraham, | 
who, he said, was a slzveholder, and, indeed, | 
at one time owned 318 slaves. Still, God 
made the covenant with him—that coven: 
which, alienated by the Jews in the crucifixion 
of Christ, had descended to the visible Church 
of which they were a portion. Christ had | 
pictured the happiness af heaven as consist- 
ing in lying in Abraham's bosom, and be 
hoped that he might lie in the bosom of that 

holder. In the early days of Christi 
ves, when they belong to Pagan 
‘8, were taught the obligations of the | 
word of God to serve their masters. If their | 
masters were Christians, they were obliged 
to furnish master’s testimony to their fidelity 
before they could be baptized. The tenth | 
commandment was then quoted to prove that } 
men servants and mi 
cisely the same footing as other chattel 
enumerated in that commandment, viz., wiv 
oxen and asses. ‘This, he said, forbade not 
only depriving a man of property which the 
law of the land secured to him, but even the 
secret thought of so doing. Thus struck 
communism and socialism down into the dust. | 
Tt taught us that there were rights of pro- 


t 
perty, that there weremasters, and that there | 


were slaves. ‘This distinction of property 
lay at the foundation of civilization. Christ 
bad not sent forth spiritual knight errants to 
convert the world with foree and bloodshed; 
that was left to Mobammed. ‘The next 
argument he derived from the ceremonial 
law. The Israelites were commanded to eat 
the Passover with their servants—* every | 
man’s servant that is bought with his money” | 
—after they had circumcised them. This 

law was given, too, when they had been but 

ayear in the wildemess, were poor, and 

probably had no slaves. It was singular 

thus to see the provisions which God had | 
made for future slavery. ‘The objection that | 
the new dispensation had abolished all this 

was of no ayail, since Christ had, in many 

instances, held fellowship with slaveholders.
